Advance figures serve to show 
that the number of immigrants for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, as 
reported to the immigration bureau, 
will exceed 1,355.000.

a graphic chart with curves would 
show remarkable fluctations depend- 
ent upon industrial and political 
conditions. In 1850 the number 
had reached 369,980, by 1880 it 
had grown only to 457, 237, and 
actually fell to 448,572 in 1900. 
But by 1905 the figures had more 
than doubled, peaching 1,027,421. 
The high water wark was attained 
with 1,285,349 in 1908; but the two 
following years brought a decided 
falling off, to 751.786 in 1909, 
whence the figures jumped again to 
1,041,570 in 1910. The statistics for 
■ 911 and 19 1 2 fell far below the; 
million mark, and 1913 made a 
record only inferior to that of sii 
years before, with 1,198,927.' 
Thus it is seen that this year's en- 
umeration exceeds the best previous 
record by more than 70,000. From 
1789 to date the total is about 32,- 
000,000. 

Pennsylvania ranks second in 
number of immigrants, more than 
one seventh of all arrivals giving 
this state as their destination. The 
number reaching here last year was 
182,744. Of these, 59,466 came 
originally through the port of Phil- 
adelphia. 

Thus it is seen that our interest 
in the quality of our potential citi- 
zens is more than academic. Count- 
less enterprises of magnitude with- 
in our borders depend upon the 
mental and physical capacity of 
those admitted upon inspection. 
Though the enumeration is simple 
enough it is impossible to estimate 
the influence of the 32,000,000 on 
our institutions. Many of these 
"forgotten millions" of every na- 
tion, instead of being an offscour- 
ing of the earth, have been the men 
whose unmurmuring toil laid the 
foundatfon of the vast fabric of 
our national prosperity. It is the 
crime of national race suicide to 
keep law abiding and diligent labor- 
ers away from our railroads and 
farms and factories by the erection 
of other barriers than those of the 
primary physical and mental stipu- 
lations. If the test of intellectual 
superiority is to be imposed, let it 
be remembered that some of the 
most dangerous criminals are the 
most learned. We do not want bad 
men with brains. No man will be 
rejected because be is a scholar, but 
his first credentials should be those 
of character rather than formal edu- 
cation-Philadelphia Public Udgcr.

Ptomaia Poisoning Caises 

Mr. GillamTooley, aged 20 years, 
died at the home of his mother, 
Mrs. John Tooley, near Rosewood, 
at 4.30 o'clock last Sunday morning, 
after an illness of a few hours. He 
had been out to an ice cream social 
and camr home about midnight, 
complaining that he had been thrown 
by his mule, and was sick. His 
mother attended him, and at his re 
quest left the room, as he declared 
he would be all right. Presently 
she heard him suffering from an at 
tack of nausea, and again went to 
his room, finding him in great dis 
tress, and he soon died. Next 
morning his brothers and some 
friends went to the spot where he 
said he had been thrown by the mule 
and no evidence of such could be 
found in the road anywhere. Under 
the circumstances it was considered 
best to have a coroner's inquest, to 
which several witnesses were sum 
moned, and two or three physicians 
were in attendance. It developed 
tnat Tooley had eaten a can of sar- 
dines before he weni to the ice 
cream party, and the jury declared, 
on advice of the doctors, that pto- 
main poisoning was the cause of 
death. Mr. Tooley was a very 
popular young man, and his sudden 
tleath was a great shock to his wide 
circle of friends. He was the mem 
bcr of a family of twenty two child- 
ren, and his death was the eleventh, 
thus leaving just half of the family 
living. There was a large gather 
ing at the burial Monday afternoon.
